LOCATION:   SR-22 bridge and approaches over Beaver Creek in Huntingdon 

  Carroll County (lat35.7261/long83.4675) 

 

WATERSHED DESCRIPTION:  The proposed impacts would affect wetlands adjacent to Beaver Creek. 

The canopy consists mainly of mature hardwoods along the immediate stream side and wetlands. The land 

use in the area is rural.  

PROJECT DESCRIPTION:  The project would involve the replacement of bridge and approaches over 

Beaver Creek and overflows. From Station 20+50+/- to Sta. 32+80+/- there would be temporary impacts to 

1.045 acres and permanent impacts to 1.579 acres of wetlands. From Station 32+70+/- to Sta. 34+40+/- 

there would be temporary impacts to 0.025 acre and permanent impacts to 0.123 acre of wetlands. Station 

34+00+/- to Sta. 39+60+/- there would be temporary impacts to 0.250 acre and permanent impacts to 0.249 

acre of wetlands. Station 36+80+/- to Sta. 39+40+/- there would be temporary impacts to 0.130 acre and 

permanent impacts to 0.116 acre of wetlands. Bridge crossing and associated utility line impacts also 

included in this application would qualify for General Permits.   

The wetlands would be mitigated by debiting, at a 2:1 ratio, 4.13 acres of available mitigation credit from 

the Obion Wetland Mitigation Bank.  

In accordance with the Tennessee Antidegradation Statement (Rule 1200-4-3-.06), the division has 

determined that the proposed activity will not result in degradation to water quality.
